Maggs Brothers beautiful catalogues. Some self-righteous prig, perhaps, might 
hght shy of being associated with “A Gallery of Rogues and Outlaws of 
Society,’ but not I, a keen collector of books and MSS. concerning those out- 
laws of the sea, the Pirates. As an amassor of this particular branch or side- 
line of what is lumped together by the ordinary bookseller under the crude title 
“Crime,” it makes my very mouth water to turn over these pages and to read 
of the treasures it describes. Nevertheless a disturbing thought occurs to one. 
Are Messrs. Maggs after all such true friends of us book collectors as they 
appear to be or as they have earned the reputation of being? 


Surely half the fun of book collecting and half the excitement 1s in hunting 
for rarities in hidden places, tracing and following up clues and scents, until 
the quarry is run to earth and captured. But what is one to think of such a 
Catalogue as is this one, where all the hunting, the searching, the rummaging 
in dusty libraries has already been done for us by these highly trained experts, 
the Brothers Maggs? 


In some ways this unique Catalogue of Rogues breaks my heart. But it 
has done something else as well. Five years ago I ceased collecting pirate 
books for the very good reason that I seemed to have got them all; at all events 
I could never find nor hear of any I did not already possess. And now the 
Brothers of Conduit Street have started me on the quest all over again.

But let me be quite honest over this. Of course I am glad to be once more 
on the trail, to be once again seeking after fresh piratical treasure to add to my 
store. After all what better pastime, hobby,—call it what you will, is there 
than the collecting of books? 


Lastly there is one other virtue about this “ Gallery of Rogues.” It is worth- 
while keeping and must not be cast away into that receptacle in which most 
booksellers’ catalogues end their days and their usefulness. This catalogue is 
a book of reference for students, a storehouse of research and learning, an 
exciting romance to read, and deserves a strong and handsome binding to 
preserve it in its proper place on the book shelves of the erudite collector.

Thomas Boulter 


Boulter came from a thieving stock, his father being transported and 

his uncle convicted for highway robbery. Hits first exploit as a high- 

wayman was in 1775 near Salisbury, and his subsequent robberies were 

spread over a period of nearly three years. He earned the name of the 

“Flying Highwayman”’ for the speed with which he rode from place 

to place. Being taken in 1778 and confined in Clerkenwell, he made 
an ingenious escape, but was again captured and executed.

He recewed a commission from Sir 
William Compton and was at Colchester when it was taken by Fairfax, 
escaping in woman's apparel. He served under Ormonde in Ireland, 
1049; fought in Charles Il.’s army at Worcester, 1651. Arrested in 
London and executed 24th September, 1652. Many mythical exploits 
are ascribed to him as a highwayman—that he waylaid Cromwell, 
terrified Hugh Peters in Enfield, robbed Colonel Harrison, made an 


attack on Bradshaw near Sherburn, and shot Bradshaw’s six horses, etc.

Born at Doncaster in 1692. Apprenticed to a silk-weaver at Norwich, 

but absconded. Spent the fortune which his father had left him 

in riotous living. Fought a duel and was cashiered for his cruelty. 

Returned to London, and with John Moyshew and one O’Brian, took 

to the highway. Was finally apprehended and convicted for an attack 

on one Dennet at Hampstead. He was hung at Tyburn July 18th, 1722.

Called “The Gentleman Highwayman.’ James Maclane was 
descended from a reputable family in the north of Scotland. He took 
to the road after the death of his wife, and lived a life of great 
extravagance. Among his daring robberies were those of Horace 
Walpole and the Earl of Eglinton. He was finally apprehended, and 
at his trial many persons of rank contributed liberally towards his 
support. In the condemned cell he sought to assist his fellow prisoners 
in their preparation for death. He was executed at Tyburn, 3rd of 
October, 1750.

Neale was born in Ireland in 1728. Settled in the Strand as a cheese- 
monger, but was soon in monetary difficulties, being lodged in 
Chelmsford Jail for debt. Escaping, he went once again to Ireland, 
returning later into Lancashire. Then back to London, where, in the 
company of Thomas MacSheen and John Whiffin, he took to the road. 
Together they committed many robberies, chiefly in the neighbour- 
hood of Hampstead and Highgate. London became too hot for him, 
and he retired to Winchester, where he was apprehended. He was 
executed at Tyburn on February ath, 1754.

He was 
again apprehended in September, 1774, on the charge of robbery on 
the Uxbridge Road and finally suffered execution at Tyburn on 
November 30th, 1774.

From early youth Simms evinced a dishonest disposition. His 
disgraceful conduct caused his grandmother to chain him by day to 
the kitchen grate, and at night he was always watched. On obtaining 
freedom he associated with the worst of company and was finally 
transported to Marylana for robbery and there sold for twelve guineas. 
He escaped and obtained employment on a ship bound for England. 
This ship was taken by a French privateer, but soon afterwards 
ransomed. Simms entered on board a man-of-war, where he rose to 
the rank of midshipman. He deserted at Plymouth, however, and 
took to the road again, being arrested after the robbery of a Mr. Sleep. 
He was hanged at Tyburn on the 16th of November, 1747.

‘Whether Captain William Kidd ever really deserved such a grewsome renown is 
more or less questionable. He was certainly no ruffian, but an educated mariner 
who for the greater part of his life was esteemed a model of integrity. He was 
probably the son of a Presbyterian minister at Greenock, in Scotland. In his mar- 
riage certificate, in 1691, he is styled ‘gentleman.’ At that time he had considerable 
wealth and lived in a pleasant home in Liberty Street (New York). In earlier days 
he seems to have been a navigator in various parts of the world. 


“No unimportant man has caused more fear, speculation, and gold-digging, than 
Captain William Kidd. Along the shores of New England and Long Island, from 
his day to this, men have dug in the dead of night, directed, as they thought, by the 
witch-hazel, or the divining-rod, to find his buried gold, and none have found it. 
‘The Pirate Kidd’ was long a bugbear to frighten children, and a name to arouse 
the cupidity of men. Privateering has been a respectable business, and the slave- 
trade was a respectable traffic; and both were engaged in by respectable merchants 
of New York, Bristol, and Newport, and by merchants in England at the close of the 
seventeenth century. 


When Lord Bellomont came to America to succeed Fletcher as Governor of the 
colony of New York, the neighbourhood of New York City was a sort of rendezvous 
for pirates, and he early began to take measures to suppress their ravages. Colonel 
Robert Livingston formulated a plan of employing Captain Kidd, who then had a 
good reputation and a knowledge of the sea. A ship was accordingly fitted out, 
Livingston and Kidd bearing one fifth of the expense, and Kidd was sent out in 1697 
to capture pirates. Instead he turned pirate himself, and while he was never 
convicted of this charge, he was hanged at Execution Dock for the murder of one 
of his sailors. Some evinent noblemen, among whom was Lord Bellomont himself, 
had furnished funds for his fitting out, and they were accused of complicity in his 
piratical scheme.

‘The author of this tract was a ‘ person of quality,’ and ‘ was privy to all the Steps 
taken by the Earl of Bellomont from his first hearing the name of Kidd, till he left 
England: and in saying so I do in effect affirm, that I was acquainted with every 
thing that pass’d in that affair.’ 


‘“ Whatever may have been Kidd’s crime, it is clear that he did not have a fair trial, 
and was found guilty on insufficient evidence.” Documents have recently been 
discovered which should have been produced at the trial, and which would have 
acquitted him. They were kept back by other persons implicated in the matter.

Concerning the piratical episodes described in this volume, Clowes, in his “ History 
of the Royal Navy,” writes:—“ In 1676, the activity in the Channel of French Corsairs 
became so troublesome, and satisfaction for their depradations was so arbitrarily 
withheld, that the relations between the courts of London and Paris were strained 
almost to breaking point. It was alleged that no fewer than fifty-three English 
vessels had been taken by these freebooters since the conclusion of peace with 
Holland (during 1674-6). In the following year, Parliament, on several occasions, 
addressed the King on the subject, but Charles was too much dependent upon Louis 
to dare to adopt a patriotic course of action, and England was obliged to stomach, 
although she did not forget, the insults.”

Esquemeling wrote the first three parts in Dutch and they appeared at Amsterdam 
in 1678. A Spanish doctor Alonso de Buena Maison translated the book into spanish 
and published it at Cologne in 1681 and from this version it was anonymously 
translated into English. 

The fourth part was written by the English Buccaneer Basil Ringrose at the time 
of the publication of the second English edition and is usually found bound up with 
the first three parts. Some copies were, however, probably issued separately for 
sale to purchasers of the original volume. 

The publisher, William Crook, was sued for Libel by Sir Henry Morgan, on account 
of the description of him as a pirate, in the London Gazette, June 8, 1685, and the 
Publisher made this public Apology.

Should any foreign 
war vessels come into English ports and be found to have Englishmen among their 
crews, the King will ‘“‘ make absolute stay of any such shippes and persons.”’

He afterwards at Portsmouth 
seized a small ship of twenty-five tons, and thereupon commenced his career as a 
pirate. He sailed for the Mediterranean, and attempted to burn the Turkish galleys 
off Algiers. This exploit failed, but he made friends with the Turks, and for the 
following years cruised under the Turkish flag, making Tunis his principal port, and 
building there a palace, beautified with rich marble and alabaster, more fit for a 
prince than a pirate, and second only to that of the bey in its magnificence. William 
Lithgow, being at Tunis in 1615, dined and supped with him several times. 

It is recorded that Ward stated I never wronged an English ship. Though his wealth 
was got together mostly at the expense of the Venetians, he seems to have plundered 
all that came in his way with exemplary impartiality —(D.N.B.).

In the absence of 
such credential they were pronounced to be of the status of rogues, vagabonds, or 
sturdy beggars, and to be liable to humiliating punishments. In the case of the above 
letter it is safe to assume that the actors in question were appearing without the 
necessary license. In 1603 James Ist sought to check an admitted abuse whereby the 
idle parasites of a magnate’s household were wont to plead his “license” by way of 
exemption from the penalties of vagrancy or disorder. Quoting from the letter:— 
“Understanding that there are certayn Players of comon Enterludes, belonging to 
some Noble-man, that travell, up and downe, those parts, usinge the same contrary 
to the Lawe. These are, therefore, to pray and require you, forthwth, to take Order, 
that some of the Chiefest of Them be Bounde to make their psonall appearance att 
the next Assizes for that County (Norfolk) to answer the same.
